"It is & hard trip in'some ways,"

We took every pound of our

tal population of about 3,000: 
has a snake dance every two -years. 
The one we saw was that of the Orai- 
bL What.is the significance of the 
snake dance? It is a prayer for rain. 
Of course the Pueblos are In a *very 
hot, parched country, where water is 
scarce and valuable. The snake aance 
is performed in August, when* water j 
is the scarcest. It Is a religious cere- 
mony, meant to induce the gods to 
grant rain. And the queerest thing is 
tnat ii brings the rain.55 


Miss Cole gives a graphic description 


of the snake,dance when the Indians, 
after conducting ceremonies for nine 
days in the underground - chambers, 
dance with live rattlesnakes in their 
mouths. This scene is more or less 
familiar,to the readers of travels, but 
Miss Cole made some Interesting ob- 
servations en ths cssditions of the 
women, which the average tourist does 
not."The women among the MOQUIS, and 
I presume the other Pneblo Indians, 
iold a far higher position than among 
the wandering Indians of the plains. 
There is in every village a medicine 
woman, who is held in very high re- 
gard, indeed. She alone in the tribe 
knows the Tsecret of brewing the con- 
coction wWch the priests urtuk after 
they have finished the snake dance. 
This concoction is a horrible mess. It 
is a fearful emetic, and it about turns 
the men inside oat when they drink 
it. I suppose the origin of that was to 
counteract the poison in 
case the 


snakes struck them. It is wonderful 


MOO as in engagement is 
the prospective bridegroom begins im- 
mediately to w«av« his bride's trous- 
seau. The engagement is really a 
marriage. As soon as a girl consents 
to marry a man he takes her off with 
him to the house of his family. The 
public ceremony, however, is not per- 
formed for six weeks. -During these 
six weeks she lives at h!s father's 
house, and ae is busy getting her 
c!othes ready. He weaves her three 
dresses, one of them being a white 
one for the wedding dress. Then the 
public ceremony takes place, and after 
that he goes to live at her bouse and 
becomes a. son of her father. He takes 
the name and totem of his wife's fam- 
ily, and all Inheritance is reckoned 
through the female side. It is a sur- 
vival, yon see, of the primitive ma- 
triarchate, which went out among civ- 
ilized nations when Egypt dropped in- 
to the abyss of ages." 


The Indians were not pleased to 


have white visitors. The most that 
could be said for their courtesy was 
that they tolerated them. Sometimes 
tya toleration broke- out into active 
hostility. One day the party went 
down into one of the kivas, or under- 
ground chambers, where the prelim- 
inary ceremonies of the snake dance 
were In progress. They nearly paid 
the penalty with their lives, and made 
their escape as quickly as 
possible 


from the infuriated Indians. During 
the progress of the snake dance Miss 
Cole sat calmly sketching the curious 
scene, when one of the priests, who 
did not like to have his picture taken, 
rushed up and slapped her in the face 
with his rattlesnake. Miss Cole is an 
American girl, and does not like to be 
hit by a man. Anger conquered fear, 
and she brought her big canvas down 
smartly on his head. Friends rushed 
in, ana a iresh Indian war was stopped 
then and there. But Mr. Holmes, with 
his kinetoscope, had caught the whole 
transaction, to his vast delight.

Among the patients in Charing 


Cross hospital at the present time are 
two negroes who are suffering from 
what is known as sleeping sickness, 
says the London Mail. 


They have been inmates since Sept 


£4, and the medical authorities and 
students attached to the institution 
have been afforded the opportunity of 
studying a disease unknown in this 
country, and, as far as is at present 
known, prevalent only on the west 
coast of Africa, between Senegal and 
Loanda, some 1,500 miles of latitude. 
Besides being known as the "sleep- 
ing sickness," it is sometimes de- 
scribed as the "sleeping sickness of the 
Congo," and sometimes "negro leth- 
argy." 


As the last name implies, the dis- 


ease is practically confined to negroes, 
and so far there have been no authen- 
tic casef of pure-bred white men be- 
ing attacked, though it has been met 
with in Moors and half-breeds. In ad- 
dition to the peculiar features of its 
geographical and racial limitations, 
the "sleeping sickness" ha« another 
curious phase, in that it has .often 
'been known to lie dormant in the sys- 
tem for a period of seven years, and 
that, once seized, Ehe patient has lit- 
tle or no chance of recovery.

nosed. Dr. Patrick 
Manson, whose 


lecture on the disease exhibited by 
these two patients is printed at length 
in the current issue of the British 
Medical Journal, says that the sick- 
ness gradually overpowers the vic- 
tim, 
who eventually becomes com- 


pletely bedridden. Sometimes a change 
for the better is apparent, but that is 
only temporary, and the lethargy<ln- 
variably returns, and the disease ad- 
vances to the inevitable and fatal is- 
sue. The lost stages are marked by 
tetaniBC spasms and extreme muscular 
prostration. 


The disease may run its course in 


three months or it may last for as 
many years, but. so far as is known;" 
nine months is about the average 
time. 
Many theories have been ad- 


vanced as to the origin of the "sleep- 
ing sickness," but most of them have 
ben rejected as unteuuWft.1" 


Dr. Manson attributes it to the in- 


fluence of some plant or animal. At 
any rate, the cause must be something 
which can remain ailve, though it may 
be pathologically inert for a very long 
time. 


Since the lecture, delivered in Octo- 


ber, there has been no appreciable 
change In the condition of either pa- 
tient, whose progress Is watched with 
tha keenest interest by medical men.

^OUate years halibut fishing has be- 
come a big industry oft the coasts of 
British Columbia and adjoining por- 
tions of Southeastern Alaska in the 
waters of the Alexander archipelago. 
The fishermen have their headquarters 
mostly in Seattle and Tacom* Wash, 
and in Vancouver, B. C. The majority 
of them are local residents. But since 
tt has become a practice to ship the 
Paclfc coast halibut in cold storage to 
the Eastern seaboard the increasing 
market has attracted some Yankees, 
who have served a bard, apprentice- 
ship at eodfishing on the banks of 
Newfoundland, to what they hoped 
would prove a more profitable field. 


At this season halibut fish'ng in 


the archipelago is at its height. Th 
fish are found on banks where the 
water is not move than tour or five
